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PREFATORY NOTE 


HE sturdy clannishness of the Bachs is illustrated by the Ursprung der 

musicalisch-Bachischen Familie, a short manuscript of eighteen quarto pages, 

now in the Preussische Staatsbibliothek, Berlin, which formerly belonged to 
Carl Philipp Emanuel, Bach’s second son, and, before him, to his father. That Bach 
himself compiled it is established by Carl Philipp’s statement to J. N. Forkel: ‘den 
ersten Aufsatz machte mein seel. Vater vor vielen Jahren.”' Before lending it to Forkel, 
Carl Philipp annotated it with his untidy script. The original fifty-three entries are 
written with meticulous care and extreme neatness. Probably Bach began the record 
after his appointment to the Leipzig Cantorate in 1723. That he was invited to the 
task by a desire to impress the dignity of their profession on his eldest sons may be 
supposed : he could but feel pardonable pride in a tale of prolonged service which no 
other family of musicians could boast. His memoranda show that he was in personal 
touch with the scattered bearers of his name, but it is impossible to decide whether the 
information regarding his ancestors was derived from inherited materials or patient 
inquiry. Certainly interest in his task was not confined to his own branch’s record. 
Yet, after the birth of his youngest son, the ‘English Bach’, on 5 September 1735, his 
zest abated. He neither troubled to record his own appointment as Court Composer 
in 1736, nor was at pains to indicate the careers of his children. 

The genealogical information afforded by the Ursprung is supplemented by two 
copies of it. Bach’s cousin Johann Elias, No. 39 of the Ursprung, who lived with Bach 
at Leipzig from 1738 to 1742, appears to have made a transcript of it, from which his 
elder brother Johann Lorenz (J. L. B.) made a second copy, which passed into the 
possession of his great-grandson Johann Georg Wilhelm Ferrich, Pastor of Seidmanns- 
dorf, near Gotha. A note on it in Ferrich’s hand declares that it was copied direct 


from the original in 1735, a probably incorrect date; it was published in 1843, in the 


“Allgemeine musikalische Zeitung’, Jhrg. XLV, Nos. 30, 31. 

Besides the Ursprung there exist a number of trees which afford information of 
varying authority. The family of Herr Paul Ihle, Gotha, owns one which appears to 
have been compiled in the decade 1773-82, with addenda to 1818. It is suggested that . 
it is the actual tree sent to Forkel with the Ursprung about 1775; it was published in 
1915 in the ‘Neue Zeitschrift fiir Musik’, Jhrg. LX XXII, Nos. 35-6. Another tree 
belongs to Herr Hermann Wucherer, Wiirzburg; compiled by Johann Elias Bach, it 
was formerly owned by Fraulein Emmert, of Schweinfurt, and was supposed by Spitta 
to have been lost. Beginning with Veit Bach, it records fifty-six names and extends 
to 1815. A third tree belonged to Bach’s pupil Johann Christian Kittel (J. C. K.) and 
was published in 1823 in the ‘Allgemeine musikalische Zeitung’, Jhrg. XXV, No. 12.

Last among these documents of contemporary authority must be mentioned a tree 
inserted by Johann Matthias Rorabinsky (J. M. K.) in his history of Pressburg (1784), 
under the inaccurate idea that the Bachs were of Hungarian origin. 

Among modern materials’ the first place must be given to Spitta (Sp.=German edn.), 
who devoted much labour to the exploration of parochial registers cf births, deaths, 
and marriages. Bitter (Bi.) published tables in his C. P. £. und W. F. Bach (1868). 
More limited in scope, but more detailed and exact, is the ‘Stammbaum des Ohrdrufer 
Zweiges der Familie von Joh. Seb. Bach’ compiled by Professor Thomas, of Ohrdruf, 
and published there in 1899. Herr Wilhelm Heimann published a similar study of 
the Arnstadt Bachs in the ‘Arnstadter Anzeiger’ for 15 June 1924. My own researches 
have investigated the church registers of Arnstadt, Blankenhain, Eisenach, Erfurt, 
Gandersheim, Gehren, Halle, Jena, Keula, Ruhla, Schweinfurt, Wandersleben, 
Wolfsbehringen, and elsewhere. To their custodians I offer thanks for unfailing 
assistance. 

Information gained from these sources has been supplemented by personal communi- 
cations which have brought me into touch with three members of the Bach family, 
whose willing co-operation has extended the record of their lineage to the present day. 
Tables have been put at my disposal by Herr Carl Oscar Bach, of Berlin, which bring 
the Eisenach line (‘Table III) to the present generation; by Herr Alfred Wilhelm Bach, 
of Witten, which complete the record of the Ohrdruf branch (Table VI) descended 
from Johann Sebastian’s brother; and by Herr Paul Bach, of Weimar, the present 
representative of the Meiningen line (Table IT). 

For the frontispiece I am indebted to Dr. Ernst Fleischhauer, Dresden. ‘The 
portrait was in possession of the Leipzig family of Bormann in Bach’s lifetime. 
The other illustrations represent Bach’s eldest son, Wilhelm Friedemann, and two of 
Bach’s grandsons: Johann Sebastian, the artist son of Carl Philipp Emanuel, who died 
in Italy in 1778, and Wilhelm Friedrich Ernst, the only grandson of Bach’s second 
marriage who survived infancy; he died in 1845. 

For permission to reproduce the text of the Ursprung I am indebted to Professor 
Johannes Wolf and the authorities of the Preussische Staatsbibliothek; to the Berlin 
Sing-Akademie for the portrait of Wilhelm Friedrich Ernst Bach; and to Messrs. 
Breitkopf and Hartel for that of the younger Johann Sebastian.

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THE ORIGIN OF THE FAMILY OF BACH MUSICIANS 


No. 1. VITUS BACH was a miller ' who, driven from Hungary owing to his accep- 
tance of the Lutheran faith in the sixteenth century, turned as much of his property 
as he could into money, came to Germany, and, finding security for his religion in 
Thuringia, settled at Wechmar near Gotha, where he resumed his miller’s occupation. 
He delighted above all things in his lute, which he would actually take with him into 
the mill and play when it was grinding. A pretty blend the pair of them must have 


made! But he learnt to keep time, and that apparently is how music began in our 
family. He died [8 March 1619."] 


No. 2. JOHANNES BACH, son of the foregoing, first of all worked at his father’s 
trade, but displayed such marked musical ability that the town’s musician of Gotha 3 
took him as his apprentice. Old Schloss Grimmenstein 4 was then standing, and in its 
tower Johannes’ master had his quarters, as was then the custom. Johannes continued 
to live with him there for some time after his apprenticeship had been served. After 
the destruction of the Schloss in 15[67?], Veit Bach having died meanwhile, he settled 
at Wechmar, married Anna Schmied, the innkeeper’s daughter, and became the owner 
of his father’s estate. At Wechmar 5 he was in frequent request to assist the town’s 
musicians of Gotha, Arnstadt, Erfurt, Eisenach, Schmalkalden, and Suhl. He died in 
1626 [26 Dec.] when the plague was rife. His widow survived him for nine years and 
died in 1635 [18 Sept.]. [His sons are named in Nos. 4, 5, 6]. 


INOn BACH, brother of the foregoing, a carpet-maker. He was the father of 
three musical sons whom the Count of Schwarzburg-Arnstadt sent to Italy at his own 
cost for their musical instruction. Many curious tales are told of the youngest of the 
three, known as Blind Jonas; he was the victim of an accident and died unmarried. 
From his brothers it is probable that the Bachs of Mechterstadt (between Eisenach 
and Gotha) and the surrounding district are descended. To this branch also belonged 
the deceased Meiningen Capellmeister Johann Ludwig Bach (d. 1730),° whose father

Jakob ' was Cantor in Ruhla; also Stephan Bach, cathedral Cantor at Brunswick,? who 
died some years ago and had a brother, a priest} at Lahnstedt, near Weimar. There are 
tenants of the lordship of von Seebach whe bear the name Bach, particularly in 
Oepfershausen, but whether they are of collateral descent is unknown.‘ 


No. 4. JOHANNES BACH, eldest son of Hans Bach (No. 2), was born at Wechmar 
on 26 November 1604*. His father was wont to take him on his professional journeys, 
on one of which old [Christoph] Hoffmann, Suhl’s town’s musician, persuaded 
Hans to leave the lad with him to learn his craft. For five years he lived with him as 
apprentice and two more as assistant, after which he went to Schweinfurt as organist. 
In 1635 he was called to Erfurt to direct the town’s musicians, and some years later 
became organist of the Predigerkirche 5 there. He died in 1673 [13 May] and was 
twice married: (1) [June 1636 °] to Barbara Hoffmann, daughter of his dear master, 
who gave birth to a child stillborn and herself died half an hour thereafter; (2) [c. 1638] 
to Hedwig Lammerhirt, daughter of Valentin Lammerhirt, Rathsverwandter7 in 
Erfurt, who bore him the three sons named in Nos. 7, 8, 9. 


No. 5. CHRISTOPH BACH, second son of Hans Bach (No. 2), was also born at 
Wechmar, 19 April 1613*, and was set to learn instrumental music. After a period of 
service as lackey at the Weimar Court, he joined the Erfurt, and subsequently the 
Arnstadt, compagnie of town’s musicians. He died at Arnstadt 12 * September 1661*. 
He married [c. 1640] Maria Magdalena Grabler of P[rlettin 9 (Sachsen), who bore him 
the three sons named below (Nos. 10, 11, 12). She died at Arnstadt 6 October 1666*, 
twenty-four days after her husband Christoph’s death. 


No.6. HEINRICH BACH, third son of Hans Bach (No. 2), like his brother Christoph, 
was one of Arnstadt’s town’s musicians, and organist’ there as well. He was born at 
Wechmar 16 [Sept.] 1615* and died at Arnstadt [10 July] 1692*.% He married

No. 11. JOHANN AMBROSIUS BACH, second son of Christoph Bach (No. 5), 
Court and town’s musician at Eisenach,’ was born 22 February 1645* at Erfurt and died 
at Eisenach [22 February] 1695*. He married [8 April 1668] Elisabetha Lammerhirt,™ 
daughter of Valentin Lammerhirt, Rathsverwandter, Erfurt, by whom he had eight

(No. 11), was born at [Erfurt] on [18 June] 167[1]. He died at Ohrdruf as organist 
and school teacher [22 Feb.] 17[21*].° 


No. 23. JOHANN JAKOB BACH, second ’ son of Johann Ambrosius Bach (No. 11), 
born at Eisenach [11 February] 1682. He learnt the craft of musician under his father’s 
successor, Heinrich Halle, and in the year 1704 entered Swedish military service ® as 
oboist. Along with his gracious sovereign Charles XII he was present at the disastrous 
battle of Pultawa and accompanied him to Bender in Turkey. He remained for eight 
or nine [szc] years there with the king, one year before whose return he was fortunately 
permitted to retire to Stockholm with the title Koniglicher Cammer- und Hofmusicus. 
There he died [16 April] 17[22*] without issue.’
